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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Maine Department of Health and Welfare 
Division of Public Health Nursing, Bureau of Health 
Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 
Palermo for the Year 1960 


Public health, in simple terms, is the sum total of the 
health of individuals and families living in a community. 


An organized program for public health is one that offers 
those individuals and families every possible chance of 
living and enjoying life, free from the handicaps of 
preventable disease and disability. In more formal terms, 
the objective of a public health program is to bring to all 
the people the benefits of modern medical and related 
sciences including the care and rehabilitation of the 
sick and disabled, the promotion of healthful living, and 
the prevention and control of disease. 


A number of people are involved in the attaining of 
this objective. All together they make up a “health 
team’. The public health nurse is an essential member 
of this team. She shares in planning and action with other 
workers in the fields of health, education, and welfare; 
with physicians, hospitals, clinics; with school personne]; 
with citizen groups. One of her important functions is 
coordination with the others involved to provide public 
health services to individuals, families, and community. 
Citizens of the community are also essential members of 
the health team. Alert to the health needs of their 
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community, taking their share of responsibility to meet 
these needs, their contribution as health workers is 
indispensable to the effectiveness of the public health 
program. A vital, dynamic, working “health team” in 
the local community strengthens the public health not 
only of that community, but also of the State and the 
Nation. 


The following is a brief summary of Public Health 
Nursing Services in 1960: 


This year 3 Child Health Conferences were held 
with a total attendance of 61 infants and preschool 
children. 


In the School Health program, physical examinations 
were given to the students of the second, fifth and eighth 
grades. As a result of this, it was noted that the outstand- 
ing health need is for dental care, as two-thirds of the 
students examined showed from severe to moderate 
dental defects. 


A school immunization clinic for “boosters” for 
diphtheria, tetanus, smallpox and polio was held. It is 
gratifying to note that at least 98% of the children are 
completely protected for the above mentioned diseases. 


Individual hearing tests for entering students, trans- 
fers and children referred by teachers is to be a yearly 
planned program. 

In closing I thank you for your cooperation.

In obtaining the services of the Powers Control 
Company we feel that considerable progress has been 
made in bringing about a better effiency of the school 
heating plant.

It will not be 
figured for distribution until after the close of Legislature. 
All citizens should exert their opinion to bring about full 
payment on the part of the state each and every year. 
Otherwise it is just an extra burden on the town as it is 
this year for the town of Palermo to the extent of eleven 
hundred and one dollars.
